THE TREASURE OF HELL GATE

years the masts of the Hussar showed above the water, but strong currents and 
tides defeated all efforts of the English, and later the Americans, to recover the 
treasure. Although knowing exactly where the hulk rests, salvagers have not been 
able in 175 years to reclaim a single penny of the Hussar's enormous treasure. 



CAVE OF MYSTERY 

Of the many stories of lost Spanish mines none is more in- 
teresting than that of the famed Cove of Gold located in the 
Sangre de Cristo mountains southwest of Pueblo, Colorado. 
Rumor persists that the early Spanish explorers who visited 
the Southwestern states buried a great deal of gold in a 
mine shaft behind an oak door, 500 feet within the cave. 
Many attempts have been made to explore the cave, but 
without any success. In 1932 a well organized party made 
another try. They located the entrance to a mine shaft and followed it for 2,500 
feet without reaching its end, but the walls had caved in making further progress 
impossible. No ore was found nor has anyone since found the slightest trace of 
gold in the cave. Yet, who dug the shaft so far into the mountain? Does it lead

Secreted somewhere in the swamplands of the Everglades Is $500,000 in Confed- 
erate gold bullion, buried there by a Captain Riley during the Civil War.The half 
ton of gold involved was being transported to Havana, Cuba, but fearing that 
Union soldiers were about to overtake them, the goldwas buried deep in the Ever- 
glades. The last camping place of the Confederate soldiers convoying the gold 
was reportedly found several years a^o, but the treasure is still resting in the 
heart of the great Everglades wastelands. 






THE SPOILS OF WAR 

For mere than 150 years trtasuro hunters have searched the hills around Dolton, 
Massachusetts. After General Burgoyne was defeated at Saratoga, New York, his 
hired Hessian soldiers fled in the general direction of Boston, carrying with 
them the money and jewels they had accumulated in months of pillage. As the 
angry Colonial farmers closed in on them, they stuffed their treasure in the muz- 
zles of howitzers which they buried somewhere in the vicinity of Dalton. 



IN DAVY JONES LOCKER 

A sunken treasure ship whose exact location is known, but which has defied all 
efforts to recover its loot is the Merida, which lies in about 55 feet of water ap- 
proximately fifty miles off Cape Charles, Virginia. In 1911 the Merida was bound 
for New York from Vera Cruz, Mexico, carrying tons of gold and silver bars as 
well as the crown jewels of Emperor Meximilian of Mexico. Off the Virginia Cape, 
however, the liner was rammed by another boat during, a heavy fog and went to 
the bottom. Several expeditions have sought the Merida, and one actually located 
her hull and succeeded in bringing up a single coin worth about seven dollars, 
before shifting winds brought en end to the efforts. The remainder of the five 
million dollars aboard the Merida still awaits a finder. Will you be the lucky one? 



EARTHLY HORDE 

Somewhere between Smith's Pond end Portsmouth, New Hampshire, the Tory Gov- 
ernor, John Wentworth, buried his treasure when he and his wife fled toward 
Canado at the beginning of the Revolutionary War. The seven chests of silver- 
wore ond money proved too great a burden for their twenty servants and their 
horses, and it was cached along the route. It has not been recovered to the 
present day.

Resting in about 14 fathoms ef water e mile or so off Lewes, Delaware, lies the 
rotting hulk of the British frigate De Break. Secure in her hold is an estimated 
fifteen million dollars in gold and silver bars, es well as the jewels of Queen 
Marie Antoinette. While entering Lewes Harbor en May 14, 1798, the ship had 
been caught In a storm, overturned and sank in about 85 feet of water. All at- 
tempts to reclaim the ship's fabulous fortune have ended in failure, but right up 
to the present time the search continues. Perhaps some day the sea will yield 
its wealth to man's ingenuity.
